Budget 

The budget provides for a totul 
expenditure of $1,190,000.00, made 
up of $41,000.00 for general govern¬ 
ment; protection of persons and 
property, $10 500.00; public works 
program, $375,000.00; health, in¬ 
cluding municipal hospitals, $65.- 
000.00; social welfare, including 
unemployment insurance, mothers' 
allowance and other welfare ex¬ 
penditures, $5,000.00; education, 
$540,000.00 tnot including s-hool 
debenture payments or payments 
on capital accounts for schools*; 
recreation and community services. 
$;:,000.00; debt charges including 
debenture pay met ns. $67,500.00; 
capital payments trom revenue, in¬ 
cluding school capital payments, 
$58,000.00; miscellaneous and d s- 
eount On taxes, $21,000.00; other 
(xpendituves $5,000.00 it Is expect¬ 
ed that the tax levy will amount 
to $675,000.00; sundry rentals $5,- 
000.00; Interest, penalties, $12,000.- 
00; custom work (including rent of 
machinery* $7,500.00; provincial 
government grants $100,000.00;

Road Gravelling 

The principal item in the budget 
is $375,00u.00 in pubi c works to be 
used for road maintenance and 
road construction. The Councillors 
decided to concentrate as much as 
possible on a road gravelling pro¬ 
gram. With this end in view, the 
Counts'! also placed an order for 
four Dodge trucks, to be used for 
gravelling. With the addition of 
the four trucks, this will give the 
County six standard gravel trucks 
with 6-8 yard boxes and it is ex¬ 
pected that the hauling costs will 
be considerably cut. 

Flooding Problem 

Lee Richardson and his solicitor. 
Mr. Heseltine from High River, in¬ 
terviewed the Count’ 1 in respect to 
the flooding conditions on the south 
side of Section 6-18-23-4. After dis¬ 
cussing this matter for a consider¬ 
able length of time,- the Council 
promised Mr. Richardson that it 
would do any reasonable thing to 
help to relieve the flooding situa¬ 
tion on his farm and also promised 
to request the Department of Mun¬ 
icipal Affa rs to send an engineer 
from the Water Resources Branch 
to make a survey of the situation 
and advise as to the best method 
of correcting the flooding condi¬ 
tions. The Council also pointed out 
to Mr. Richardson that 'ft consider¬ 
ed the County was not responsible 
for the flood, as it was felt that 
proper drainage has been supplied 
in the graded road past his farm.

For the guidance of all who may be selling cattle 
at private or community auction sales in the County 
of Vulcan No. 2 Brucellosis Restricted Area, the 
Livestock Diseases Act states: 

7. (1) All bulls and all female cattle entered in 
private auction sales or community auction sales of 
breeding stock shall, within thirty days before the day 
of sale, be tested for Brucellosis. 

(2) This regulation does not apply to steers, 
spayed heifers and Brucellosis vaccinated cattle under 
thirty months of age. 

(3) This regulation does not apply to community 
auction sales at which the greater part of the cattl* 
sold are sold for slaughter or feeding purposes but at 
such sales the Auctioneer shall announce whether the 
cattle offered for sale are tested, untested or vaccina¬ 
ted for Brucellosis. 

(4) All female cattle not vaccinated as calves or 
tested prior to the community auction sale shall be 
tested immediately following the sale if returning to 
the municipality for other than feeding purposes. 

(5) The results of testing under (1) or reported 
by the Auctioneer under the requirements of (4) shall 
be announced by the Auctioneer at the time of the 
auction sale. 

8. (1) All female cattle untested before an auc¬ 
tion sale held at a community auction sale YARD shall 
be tested for Brucellosis immediately after or during 
the sale and shall be kept isolated from other cattle by 
the purchaser or his agent until the results of the tests 
are known. 

(2) Cattle under thirty months of age and vaccin¬ 
ated as calves are exempt from this regulation.
